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Carleton partially divests

Nearly 200 anii-aparlheicl 
dcinonslralors chanted familiar 
slogans in the lohhy of the 
Carleton University administra- 
tion building, last Monday morn- 
ing, while six floors above, the 
Board of Governors passed a mo- 
tion in favor of divesting from 
eompanics “operating in South 
Africa.” 

Though the President of the 
University did not present the 
Board with a motion from the 
Carleton Anti-Apartheid Action 
Group (CAAAG), the governors’ 
own motion passed with only two 
votes against. 

About two hours after the 
demonstration began, a student 
politician announced over the 
microphone that Carleton had 
divested, sending the crowd into 
an uproar. 

The euphoria quickly subsided, 
however, after CAAAG spokesper- 



son Angus McAllister announced 
that the motion did not cover 
South African-owned or controll- 
ed companies “operating” tmt- 
sidc of South Africa and Namibia. 
This means Carleton will not 
divest from South African- 
controlled companies such as 
Rothmans of Canada. 

Moments later, VP Administra- 
tion Charles Watt was met with 



angr>' jeers as he attempted (i) ad- 
dress the crowd, and eventually 
left the microphone to chants of 
“Dive.st Now! Divest Now!" 
Watt had promised to raise 
students’ concerns about their mo- 
tion on the board, but learned 
soon after that the governors had 
already finished the meeting. 

However disappointed 
demonstrators may have been at 



Carleton, they were still one step 
ahead of students at the University 
of Toronto. 

Last Tuesday. March 3. when 
the executive committee of the U 
of T Board voted not to lake ac- 
tion on divestment, 25 students 
occupied the principal’s office. At 
Thursday’s meeting, governors 
decided nt)t to even di.scuss dive.sl- 
ment. Two-hundred and fifty 



demonstrators, joined by the 
original 2.5, then stormed into the 
meeting, some Jumping on the 
table and shouting insults at the 
governors. 

The University of Toronto con- 
tinues to avoid doing business 
with those companies that fail to 
abide by what some have called 
the “Canadian Code of Complici- 
ty-” 



Senate proposal may lirnit autonomy

Centre for Developing Area Studies 



For the graduate student Fellows of 
various disciplines doing re.search in 
development studies, the interdisciplinary 
forum, academic outlet and re.search 
facilities, the Centre for Developing Area 
Studies (CDA.S) provides is an invaluable 
complement to what our individual depart- 
ments provide for our research, profes- 
sional training, and general education. As 
the only interdisciplinary institution of its 
kind at McGill, and in Quebec, the cdas is 
a very valuable asset to McGill University. 

If McGill “considers it.self to be a 
university with an international reputation 
and international responsibilities.” and to 
the extent that McGill University seriously 
intends to contribute to research in 



development .studies, then it .should give 
every support to the cda.s. Yet, what we 
have witnessed in recent years contradicts 
this intent, most recently ob.servcd in the 
reccommendations of the 1986 Ad Hoc 
Review Committee Report. 

The Centre has experienced a period of 
successful revitalization since the 1983 Ad 
Hoc Review. But various decisions of the 
University such us moving the Centre from 
the lower campus to the Coachhouse at the 
top of Peel St. in 1985. and the 1986 cuts to 
its base budget have hampered that pro- 
cess. The adverse effects of the move arc 
■Still being ab.sorbed; the major blow, 
however, were the cuts last May which 



According to Secretary of 
Senate Sheila Sheldon Colicr, 
“all constitutions must be review- 
ed by this committee before going 
in front of Senate."

Pigheadedness I, solidarity 0. 
was the score when South African 
ambassador to Canada Glen Babb 
spoke at Douglas Hall last week. 
Almost all in attendance agreed 
that Babb's speech was "neatly 
packaged racism" (Boyd Holmes, 
McGill Tribune, March 10). It is 
likely that what drew people to 
Douglas Hall was not the chance 
to hear articulate arguments in 
favour of grand apartheid but 
the perverse titillation derived 
from hearing a ‘real live 
racist* — similar to the fascinated 
horror people get from pouring 
through books of Hitler 
memorabilia. This is not the 
highest motive for inviting so- 
meone to speak on campus; and 
when racism is disguised as “the 
other .side of the story” and “free 
speech.” the motive becomes 
even more suspect. 

If Assistant Director of Douglas 
Hall. John Hale or anybody el.se 
wanted to expound the Nationalist 
party line to those who would 
listen, it would be within his 
rights at McGill to do so. If Glen 
Babb, private citizen, wished to 
come and speak on cellular 
mitosis or the development of 
Russian literature, he would be 
welcome to do so. But to invite 
the South African ambassador in 
his/her diplomatic capacity po.ses 
many serious problems. 

The first is the problem of 
respect. We don’t .see the need to 
listen to an apartheid apologist to 
"get the facts.” The te.stimony of 
the United Nations, the World 
Council of Churches, the interna- 
tional labour organizations, the 
Contact Group for Namibia (of 
which Canada is a member), the 
African National Congress, the 
Pan-Africanist Congress, the 
Azanian People’s Organization, 
the Black Sash, the United 
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tion of fees for student associa- 
tions: 

• Fee collecting associations must 
have elections to determine of- 
ficers of the .society; 

• Elections must be open to all 
members (for both candidacy and 
voting rights); 

• Financial responsibility for each

Democratic Front, visitors to 
South Africa such as U.S. Senator 
Ted Kennedy, the Eminent Per- 
son’s Group, Brian Mulroney, 
and mo.st of all the testimony of 
millions of non-white victims of 
apartheid has convinced us the 
South African Government’s 
story is a lie. By inviting Babb on 
campus as a government 
representative, we arc according 
his .statements with a respect 
which should be given instead to 
the victims of apartheid. 

Babb has vested interests in 
speaking to university audiences. 
As an eloquent, witty.and ar- 
ticulate speaker, Babb is a“primc 
mover” in a last ditch attempt to 
show Canadian complicity with 
apartheid against a rising tide of 
anti-apartheid activities. And 
what better way to cloak racism 
than the liberal democratic ideas 
of free speech and impartiality? 

Babb refuses to share a podium 
with members of the African Na- 
tional Congress or other anti- 
apartheid speakers, revealing 
what he really thinks of objectivi- 
ty. By extending an invitation to 
Babb we are complicit in presen- 
ting an image of the South African 
government us reasonable and 
well-meaning, when all the facts 
tell us otherwise. 

Moreover, the invitation to 
Babb violates Students’ Society 
policy. In 1984-85, SSMU pa.s.scd 
a policy which endorsed the inter- 
national effort to isolate South 
Africa. One part of this policy 
was support for divestment. 
Another aspect was the policy 
decision not to accord South 
African government reporesen- 
tatives a forum at McGill.

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Lynna Landstreet does not eat meat 
or dairy products for political reasons. 
A fine arts student at York University, 
she disassiK-iates herself from "yuppie 
veggies" or health vegetarians, whom 
she describes as "trendy." Lynna is a 
vegan . 

Veganism is a revolutionary political 
philosophy concerned with animal 
rights and Third World politics. 

But not all vegetarians are 
radical — or even political — not all 
radicals are vegetarians and not all 
radicals who are vegetarians arc radical 
vegetarians. 

The politics of eating is a complex 
thing. 

Some people choose not to eat meat 
for health reasons. They are usually 
concerned about the links between 
eating the flesh of other animals and 
higher incidence of heart disease, high 
blood-pressure and cancer. 

A carnivorous diet is high in 
cholesterol and saturated fat. One study 
showed a steady rise in the mortality 
rate for heart disease among 
Norwegians from 1^27 to 1940. a trend 
which was reversed during the war 
years, when meat was scarce. After the 
war. when meal was no longer ration- 
ed. the incidence of heart di.sease rose 
again. 

Chemicals found in meat, such as 
sodium nitrate and nitrite, arsenie and 
other growth hormones have been link- 
ed to cancer. 

Glen Harrington, of the AKK It 
vegetarian information service, said 
humans who eat meat suffer from a 
higher incidence of di.sease than 
vegetarians because the human body is 
not made to digest flesh. 

"We have neutral saliva, a long 
small intestine, a prevalence of 
crushing teeth, and a puckered colon, 
none of which were meant for meat 
consumption." .said Harrington. 

Ovo-lacto vegetarians do not cat 
meat, but do eat eggs and dairy pro- 
ducts. While some ovo-lacto veggies 
are "yuppie veggies," most take this 
path for ethical reasons. 

Anna Thomas is an ovo-lacto 
vegetarian. She writes, in Tin’ 
Vcf’clarian Epivurc. a vegetarian 
cookbook, "good food is a celebration 
of life, and it seems absurd lo me that in 
celebrating life we should lake life. I 
see no need for killing." 

Lynna finds this analysis "somewhat 
simplistic" and not complete. But most 
political ovo-laclos are more concerned 
over land and resource use. 

According to Harrington, "it takes 
about 16 kg of feed lo produce one kg 
of beef, and the protein conversion 
ratios for pork, turkey, eggs and 
chicken are six to one, four lo one and 
three to one respectively." 

In Vcf^elarUmisin /l.v A IfV/ v Of Life. 
Dudley Gichl cites a UN Foiid and 
Agricultural Organisation study which 
showed that one adult could be sustain- 
ed ten times longer on the wheat grown 
‘on one acre of land than on the meat 
that could be obtained if the acre was 
used to raise beef cattle. The figure for 
.soybeans was 28 times greater than the 
figure for beef. 

According to Giehl. the annual con- 
sumption of meat in the US is 254 
pounds per person. This is among the 
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highc.sl in the world. Gichl .says that, 
"Nearly a Ion of grain is required an- 
nually for the average American diet." 
But only seven per cent of this is con- 
.sunicd as grain or grain products. The 
rest is used lo feed livesliKk. Figures 
for Canada arc similar. 

Third world famine and poverty will 
never be solved unless food resources 
are used more efficiently, vegetarians 
argue. 

"Any significant reduction in meat 
consumption would make more grain 
available on the world market." Gichl 
explains. 

But political vegetarianism alone 
docs not solve the problems of world 



food distribution. Pierre Aubin, an 
economist with the Canadian Livestock 
Feed Board, said government policies 
work again.st this. “Right now, there is 
already a surplus of grain on the 
market." Most of this surplus is bought 
up by the Federal government to sub- 
sidize farmers. 

"Even if more people arc becoming 
vegetarian, it’s not going to put more 
grain on the market," Aubin .said. 

Gichl docs say that. "Foixl distribu- 
tion is an issue lo be determined by 
politicians and international grain 
speculators." 

Thomas deplores the killing of other 
animals lo feed humans. As an ovo- 



lacto vegetarian, she believes "we 
'should seek our sustenance in the 
endless variety of plant life" and “in 
those gifts animals give us painlessly, 
such as milk and eggs." 

But Landstreet feels that ovo-lacto 
vegetarians do not go far enough in 
their concern for animal welfare by 
avoiding only meat because “it’s not 
ju.st a case of animals being killed but 
being kept and bred in inhumane condi- 
tions.” 

Harrington describes veganism as “a 
lifc.slylc which is as free as ptissiblc 
from dependence on exploitation of 
other animal species." Vegans are 
against the cruelty of nuxlcrn ‘factory 
farming’ practices. 



Animal rights vs research 



Animal rights activism is a natural 
extension of vegan philosophy. From 
protesting cosmetics testing on rabbits 
to stealing (liberating) chicks from bat- 
tery farms, the Animal Liberation 
Front (ALF) has made headlines in the 
mainstream press for its actions in 
defense of animals. 

ALF actions have been some of the 
most destructive protests in Canada in 
recent years. They include a raid on a 
University of Toronto dentistry lab 
where a few members of the ALF caus- 
ed over S 10.000 damage. putting 
Crazy Glue in the locks of fur stores, 
and ’liberating' chicks from a farm. 

But most people consider research on 
animals justified as saving human lives. 

Anne, who did not want her last 
name used, has worked in a lab resear- 
ching gastro-intestinal diseases. .She 
.said the benefits of her research are 



worth the costs, in terms of animals 
killed. 

“There’s going to be a finite number 
of animals killed. There’s going to be 
an infinite number of lives saved. I 
think .several million people are more 
imponant." .she .said. 

But Montreal vegan and activist, 
Mike Ryan disagreed. "Medical 
research is by and large repetitive, un- 
necessary and the results from research 
on a dog don’t even tell you anything 
equivocal about how a human will res- 
pond to the same treatment." 

Lynna I-andstrcet, who has worked 
with ALF support groups, .said Anne’s 
type of research represents "a small 
proportion of the total amounts of 
research done on animals." Most 
testing is for military, product testing 
and educational purposes. 

But Anne said, "the rc.search the ALF 



picks on most is the most justifiable, the 
medical research that saves human 
lives. They should concentrate on less 
justifiable types such as military or 
cosmetics." By picking on medical 
rc.search "they undermine their own 
cau.se," she added. 

Ryan said Anne’s research is not 
justified. "What I think we need to ad- 
dress is the .source of the current high 
levels of diseases such as cancer and 
heart disease, which is clearly lies in 
the technological .swiety we live in." 

He added that research on cures for 
diseases is an attempt to find a ‘band- 
aid solution for a much deeper pro- 
blem. 

"II people have a problem with the 
focus of the ALF’s work. I feel they 
c()uld best rectify it by taking up some 
ol the slack and attacking the targets 
they feel are being overli«)kcd." 
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Apart from cruelty to animals, 
modern farming practices have a 
detrimental effect on the environment. 
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Most beef cattle spend the last few 
months of their lives on feedlots. On a 
feedlot, large numbers of cattle are con- 
fined in a small, grassless field, and fed 
grain. Their manure, with each rainfall, 
washes into nearby streams. This can 
have disastrous results. Peter Signger 
explains, in his book Vefjciarianixm as 
a Way of Life. "If animal wastes reach 
ground or surface water, they take up 
oxygen as they decompose. Water 
overloaded with wastes becomes stag- 
nant and incapable of .supporting fish 
and other animal life." 

At the centre of vegan philosophy is 
the belief that humans must share the 
planet equally with other animals. 

Landstreel helieves humans “numb 
themselves against suffering of animals 
because their world view is that humans 
are more important.” 

Montreal vegan and political activist 
Mike Ryan concurs. “I think it’s a 
human mind trick to see people as 
superior to other animals, which I don’t 
consider qualitatively different from 
white people seeing themselves as 
superior to other people or men seeing 
themselves as superior to women." 

"The oppression of other species has 
to be .seen in the context of the basic 
premise that we as humans have the 
right to use and abuse everything el.se 
on the planet and the planet itself to 
satisfy our desires." 



Taking sides on 
Apartheid

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An ambitious conference held to 
discuss Canada’s role in the interna- 
tional campaign to end apartheid at- 
tracted over 700 representatives from 
across the world, including several 
speakers from Southern Africa, and 
nxternal Affairs minister Joe Clark. 

The conference, organized by the 
Canadian Council for International 
Cooperation (CCIC), was held in Mon- 
treal at the Palais des Congres from 
Feb. 27 to Mar. I . Representatives of 
churches, labour, lobby groups, 
political parties. Native associations, 
women’s organizations and student 
groups met for several keynote 
adresses, four set workshops, sectoral 
A'orkshops and a closing panel. 

The guest speakers on the opening 
night set the tone for the weekend. 
They were Teodato Hungwana. 
Minister of Information in Mozambi- 
que. Dr. Thabo Mbeki, director of the 
tile Department of Information for the 
African National Congress (ANC), and 
Dr. Alan Boesak. President of the 
World Alliance of Reformed Chur- 
ches and patron of the United 
Democratic Front. 

Together they brought a broad pic- 
ture of the South African crisis to the 
Canadian audience. They urged their 
listeners to take the side of peace, 
democracy and development in the 
region by supporting the resistance 
movements inside South Africa and 
by protecting the Frontline.states from 
South African military aggression. 
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Mbeki quoted Nobel— prize winn- 
ing Albert Luthuli when he said the 
Blood (when apartheid is overthrown) 
will be as short as possible." 

Mbeki urged Canada not to fuel the 
South African regime’s ability to de- 
fend itself through violence against 
the 100 million people of the region. 

Boesak, who had just arrived from 
South Africa reminded the audience 
of the ideological geneology of apar- 
theid and called for the international 
community to "eliminate, once and 
for all. the illegitimate child of 
Nazism — Apartheid." 

Though the messages were not new, 
the description of the gravity of the 
violent situation in Southern Africa 
was. A Canadian fact-finding mission 
to Mozambique, which included 
former PC mini.ster Walter Maclean, 
brought word of the virtual collapse of 
that country under the weight of South 
African sponsored destabilization and 
war. The message that as many as 
four million people face starvation 
due to the war sent shock waves 
throughout the audience. 

Much of the conference seemed to 
have been geared to influence govern- 
ment policy on South Africa and that 
overall region. Representatives of all 
the major political parties were in at- 
tendance. as were officials of the 
Canadian International Development 
Agency (CIDA). 

Clark’s speech, which some ex- 
pected to bring news of further .sanc- 
tions. was generally met with disap- 
pointment. His expre.ssed confidence 
in the possibility of reform within 
Botha’s party irked several activists 
present. 

Clark’s remarks over Canada’s 
leading role in the Commonwealth on 
the Apartheid issue was challenged by 



role of the international community 
was to "make sure that the Day of 
a .South African national during the 
question period, who pointed out that 
the government of India had already 
given official recognition to the ANC. 

The workshops, which were not 
open to the public, included 
testimonies from participants recently 
returned from the region and from 
repre.sentatives of .seven of the nine 
Frontline stales. 

The urgent need for military sup- 
port for Mozambique dominated 
workshops on war and development. 
Aid workers expressed their concern 
that Canadian aid given to the region 
is consumed by the war effort, and. 
without military assistance, continued 
minor aid programmes will be entire- 
ly ineffectual at slowing the momen- 
tum of mass starvation. 

Tanzanian, Malawian and Zimbab- 
wean officials offered suggestions as 
to what aid would be most effective. 
Tanzania’s military has requested 
$3.5 million to buy spare parts for 
grounded deHavilland aircrufis so that 
they could help move fixid and troops 
around Mozambique. A Malawian 
representative sugge.sted asking for 
humanitarian aid, such us the U.S. 
supplies to the contras, which would 
complement military assistance. 

But as Clark and Liberal foreign af- 
fairs critic, Don Johnston, made it 
clear that their parties "do not con- 
done violence." the most stanling ad- 
dress at the conference came from 
Bishop Bernard Hubert, president of 
the Canadian Catholic Bishop’s Con- 
ference. Hubert declared, in French, 
that "as a last resort, we recognize the 
use of violence as a legitimate itMil 
against oppression." Finally, sides 
were beini! taken. 
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ussnciution mu.sl be as.surcd; and 
• A judiciary process of some 
kind must exist for all fee collec- 
ting associations. 

“We came up with a proposal 
concerning the collection of fees 
from all .societies.” Baker said. 
"The board will collect fees from 
the societies. Many of these 
.societies are saying no to this pro- 
posal.” 

Baker claimed that Senate is 
taking the responsibility on itself 
because no one el.se has. “Senate 
has some re.sf>onsibility. Someone 
has to be able to say to students 
that their money will be spent pro-

perly and in a responsible fa.shion. 
Ideally, this should not be left up 
to Senate.” she added. 

The SSMU constitution is 
presently being reviewed by the 
Senate Committee. It has been 
awaiting approval by Senate since 
last year. 

"Senate has been dragging their 
feet on this issue.” said Longpré. 

The constitution has been held 
up because almost all its articles 
were changed, claimed Baker. 
“They couldn’t go through as 
amendments because they made it 
a totally new document,” she ex- 
plained.
